arrested. 
They paid their fines and 
pro mised hencefo rth to expecto rate in 
the gutter. 
A few arrests fo r similar o ffences in 
this city wo uld have a wo nderfully 
go o d effect o n the appearance o f o ur 
excellent walks. 
No stro nger in ­
